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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Pat. 5309826 (US'826). 

Referring to Figs. 1 and 3, and col, 3, lines 22-26, US'826 discloses a taco shell 
toaster with slots to receive the shells, and a heating assembly 21 , 22. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
US'826. 

The claims differ from US'826 only in calling for DC power, specific dimensions 
and four slots. However, such cannot be regarded to patentably distinguish the claims 
invention from the prior art; it would have been obvious to utilize DC power to allow 
portable use where mains power is not available, and to form the toaster with four slots 
and since the number of slots is determined strictly by the user environment, that is, 
whether domestically or commercially, and if domestically whether for a small or large 
family. Moreover, the recited dimensions would follow as a matter of course by virtue of 
the size of the taco shells and the number of slots. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2 and 7-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 12 is allowed.
